G.S.R 222 -In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 5, read with sub-section (1) of section 7 
of the Employees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous 
Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following Scheme further 
to amend the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 
1952, namely :— 

1. (1) This scheme may be called the Employees’ 
Provident Funds (Second Amendment) Scheme, 1993. 

(2) It shall come into force on and from the 1st 
day of April, 1993. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 
1952 (hereinafter referred to as the said Scheme), in 
paragraph 60, for sub-paragraph (2)(a), the following 
sub-paragraph shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2)(a) Interest shall be credited to the members’ 
account on monthly running balances basis with effect 
from the last day in each year in the following man¬ 
ner : 

(i) on the amount at the credit of a member on 
»he last day of the pieceuing yeoi, less any 
sums withdrawn during the current years— 
interest for twelve months;

(ii) on sums withdrawn during the current year— 

interest from the beginning of the current 
year up to the last day of the month pre¬ 
ceding the month of withdrawal; 

(iii) on all the sums credited to the member’s 
account alter the lasl day "c preceding 
year—interest from the first day of the 
month succeeding the month • credit to 
the end of the current year; 

(iv) the total amount of interest shall be rounded 

to tlje nearest whole rupee (fifty paise coun¬ 
ting as the next higher rupee).” 

3. For the explanation under clause (b) of sub-para- 
graph (2) of paragraph 60 of the said Scheme, the 
following shall be substituted namely :— 

‘‘Explanation : Tf an establishment is covered for 
the first time under the Act[Scheme during the course 
of the currency period the interest shall be allowed 
on all the sums credited to the member’s account on 
and from the first day of the month succeeding the 
month of credit to the end of the current year.”
